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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hopkinton 


I herewith submit my second annual report. 

During the latter part of the winter of 1923, sickness, bad 
weather, and poor traveling, made regular attendance, for 
a large number of pupils, impossible. It naturally follows, 
that normal progress in all branches of the work was seriously 
retarded. In spite of these difficulties, all of the grades and 
nearly all of the children were able to make the regular grade 
standards by the end of the school year. 

Standard tests were given during the late winter and spring 
to measure the achievement of the different grades as com- 
pared to a recognized standard for children of a given age 
and grade. The results obtained were very helpful both to 
teachers and pupils. When a grade was shown to be below 
standard work was prescribed to make up the deficiency. 

These tests do away with the final grade examinations, with 
the accompanying strain and worry. I predict better results 
under the standard test system, because it gives an opportu- 
nity to make up a deficiency before the end of the year. We 
hope to use them to a larger extent this year. 

Your committee, for revision of the curriculum made up 
of the superintendent and Head Master of the High School, 
after consultation with the teachers, pupils and others, made 
many changes in the courses of study.: The most important 
change was the dropping of French from grades seven and 
eight (Junior High) and also from the Agricultural Course. 
To make a full schedule of work in these departments, busi- 
ness arithmetic, elementary bookkeeping and elementary 
economics were added to the curriculum. Further revisions 
were made in rearranging and systematizing the course in 
arithmetic, spelling and geography in grades three to eight. 


At 


Along with this work all the text books of the district were 
carefully examined and those that were badly soiled and had 
passed their days of usefulness, were sold for old paper. 
Sufficient new books have been purchased to supply the imme- 
diate needs of the district. While the expense, incident to 
these changes, is a little above the normal yearly average, 
the improvement in work and general morale more than 
offsets the increased cost. 


There seems to be no prospect of changes in Contoocook 
that will decrease the number of children in the primary 
room, consequently something will have to be done to change 
the unsatisfactory conditions that have prevailed for the past 
three years. The plan of having one grade in the morning 
and the other in the afternoon does not, and cannot fully 
solve the problem. 

The music work, provision for which was made at the last 
district meeting, has been very successful. Every school in 
the district is having its full share of the advantages provided. 

Last December at the close of the Fall term a very suc- 
cessful exhibition of school work was held in the Town Hall. 
The Hopkinton Village, Main Road and Farrington’s Corner 
schools participated. Those who were able to attend got a 
larger idea from this practical demonstration, of what the 
schools are trying to do. 


We have two schools in town, the Junior High at Con- 
toocook and the Grammar Room at Hopkinton Village espec- 
ially equipped to handle the upper grade work. The custom 
observed, for several years, of sending children who have 
completed the work of the sixth grade to these schools is a 
most excellent one, both for the pupils themselves and for 
the one room schools from which they come. [ trust this 
custom will be continued and if necessary special provision 
for transportation be made, by the district, so that every 
child will have equal educational advantages. 


The question of Teachers, who shall guide, lead and influ- 
ence our children is always a most important one. At the 
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present time it is very difficult in some sections of the district 
to get any one who lives near the school to board the teacher. 
We cannot expect to secure or keep first class teachers un- 
less homes, conveniently located can be provided, in which 
they may live a normal happy life. 

Last November the State Board gave to eighth grade pupils 
throughout the State, about 5,000 in all, the Springfield tests, 
in spelling and arithmetic; tests were given in Springfield, 
Mass. in 1846 to the ninth grade. The results in the State as 
a whole were in arithmetic 19.85% higher than those ob- 
tained in 1846. In spelling the New Hampshire results were 
16.59% higher. The Hopkinton results in arithmetic were 
6.99% higher and the spelling results were 9.97% lower than 
the state average. 

The congested condition in the primary room at Contoo- 
cook, mentioned above, is only one part of the problem. A 
survey of the whole situation clearly shows that the Contoo- 
cook building and grounds are far too small to accommodate 
the number of pupils now in attendance. Therefore a new 
High School building is the most satisfactory solution of the 
problem. J recommend that some action be taken as soon 
as possible, in order that we may adequately provide for the 
welfare of Hopkinton’s future citizens. 

I recommend that a careful survey of all school buildings 
be authorized and such repairs and alteration be made as are 
needed to make them sanitary and comfortable. Electric 
lights would be a great help in the Hopkinton Village Gram- 
mar Room. In fact, they are necessary on cloudy afternoons 
during the winter months. 

The attendance and work of all the schools thus far this 
year have been very satisfactory. I trust every parent will 
continue to do all possible to have the children in schoo! 
promptly at every session. Regular school attendance is the 
vital business of every child.
